Arizona Ham Overhears Apparent 
Death Plot. An Arizona amateur has been 
credited with helping expose an apparent plot 
by two teen-agers to poison a teacher and a 
classmate, according to an article in The ARRL 
Letter (March 24). 


Wayne Spaulding, KB7JYG of Mesa, AZ, 
overheard a cordless telephone conversation on 
the 46 MHz band on the evening of March 10, 
in which poisoning was mentioned. Spaulding 
taped the conversation and the next day called 
the police. 


Police played the tape for the Mesa High 
School track coach, Gary Butler, who identified 
the voices as students in his home room, one 
a 16-year-old, the other 17 years old. Butler 
was one of the youths’ apparent targets, as 
was a 15-year-old girl. 


Police have booked both teenagers on 
suspicion of conspiracy to commit murder. 
Police said one of the youths had a sizeable 
amount of poisonous drain cleaner with him 
at the time of his arrest, according to The 
Arizona Republic. 


Police told the newspaper that eaves- 
dropping on cordless telephones is not illegal 
but implied that the reception was made on a 
"ham radio," when in fact Spaulding was using 
an ordinary consumer scanner radio.. 


Proposal for Amateur Secondary Use 
of 219-220 MHz. The ARRL Letter reports 
that the FCC has issued a Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making (RM-7747) to create a new 
shared band for amateurs at 219-220 MHz. 
The Commission proposes to allocate this band 
to amateurs on a secondary basis for amateur 
auxiliary station (point-to-point) packet 
backbone networks and other amateur 
point-to-point fixed communications. The FCC 
proposals are in response to a petition for rule 
making filed by the ARRL in 1991. A detailed 
report on the League’s petition appeared in 
QST for August 1991 (page 58). 


"The proposed allocation would alleviate," 
the FCC says "frequency congestion that 
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amateurs are experiencing in certain areas of 
the country in the 222-225 MHz band and 
would facilitate establishment of regional and 
nationwide backbone networks for amateur 
packet communications." 


The FCC also proposes requirements to 
ensure that secondary use of this band by 
amateurs does not interfere with primary and 
existing secondary licensees in this and 
adjacent bands, and proposes measures for 
coordinating amateur operations with the 
primary user of the band, Automated Maritime 
Telecommunications Systems (AMTS). The 
FCC agreed that power limits suggested by 
ARRL — 25 watts PEP for Novices, 50 watts 
PEP for all others -- are appropriate and 
reasonable, although the Commission does not 
propose Novice operating privileges at 219-220 
MHz. 


Deadline for comments is June 15, 1993, 
and for reply comments July 15, 1993. 


Off the Hook! According to The ARRL 
Letter (March 24), the FCC has proposed to 
change the responsibility for the content of 
amateur messages relayed by high-speed 
networks. 


On March 22, 1993 the Commission released 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making 93-154, 
proposing to establish “a compliance policy 
for amateur stations participating in automatic 
message forwarding systems, to hold the 
licensee of the station originating a message 
and the licensee of the first forwarding station 
primarily accountable for violative communica- 
tions. 


"Under this approach, licensees of stations 
that only retransmit messages within a high 
speed message forwarding system would not 
be held accountable for communications 
they forward or their stations retransmit 
unwittingly. 


"Under the current rules each amateur 
licensee is fully responsible for assuring that 
the contents of every transmission from his or 
her station complies with the rules. This 
requirement was not a burden when licensees

sent each message manually. With the 
availability of digital technology, however, 
some licensees have tied their stations 
together into high volume, high speed message 
forwarding systems. The stations are some 
configured so that each message is instantly 
retransmitted to its destination through a series 
of stations. 


"Because message screening is difficult with 
these automatic systems and because screening 
at each station in these systems diminishes the 
advantage of high speed, the Commission 
proposed holding accountable only the licensee 
of the originating station and the licensee of 
the first station in a high speed message 
forwarding system." 


FCC Proposes Greater Use of 902-928 
MHz Spectrum. The ARRL Letter for March 
24 notes that FCC has proposed new rules to 
allow greater use of the 902-938 MHz band for 
so-called automatic vehicle monitoring (AVM) 
systems. The proposed new rules would replace 
interim rules adopted in 1974. An FCC news 
release says "The Commission proposal is to 
expand the service to encompass location of all 
objects, animate and inanimate, and to allow 
licensees to provide service on a private carrier 
basis to individuals, the Federal Government, 
and Part 90 eligibles. The Commission also 
proposed to rename the AVM service as the 
Location and Monitoring Service (LMS) and to 
define LMS as the use of non-voice signalling 
methods from and to radio units to make 
known the location of such units. 


"Comments are requested on this proposal 
and on whether LMS systems and other entities 
currently occupying the 902-928 MHz band will 
be capable of handling any increased 
congestion. 


"In the 902-928 MHz band, the Commission 
proposed that wide-band and narrow-band LMS 
systems not be licensed on the same spectrum. 
The Commission proposed the wide-band LMS 
systems be licensed on the 904-912 and 918-926 
MHz bands and the narrow-band LMS systems 
be licensed on the 902-904, 912-918 and 926-928 
MHz bands. The Commission believes that 
wideband systems are capable of operating in a 
shared environment, with cooperation among

[Ed. note: In the U.S. allocation table, use of — 
the 902-928 MHz band by amateurs is 
secondary to Government Radiolocation, and 
U.S. Footnote 275 says in part: "the band 
902-928 MHz is allocated on a secondary basis 
to the amateur service subject to not causing 
harmful interference to the operations of 
Government stations authorized in this band 
or to the Automatic Vehicle Monitoring (AVM) 
systems....."] 


FCC Proposes New Guides on Effects of © 
Radiation. The FCC has proposed changing 
its guidelines for evaluating environmental RF 
radiation to reflect the guidelines adopted in 
1992 by the American National Standards 
Institute (ANSI) and the Institute of Electrical 
and Electronic Engineers Inc., (IEEE). FCC 
said "The new guidelines differ significantly 
from those they replace. For example two 
’tiers’ of exposure levels are now recommended, 
one for ’controlled’ environments, and another, 
generally more restrictive, for uncontrolled’ 
environments. Also, new restrictions are placed 
on currents induced in the human body by RF ~ 
fields below 100 MHz. . 


"Another significant change is the 
imposition of stricter limitations on automatic 
exclusions for low-power devices, such as 
hand-held radios and telephones, based 
operating power. The 1982 guidelines generally 
excluded such devices with powers of seven 
watts or less. The new guidelines contain more 
complex and more restrictive criteria for such 
exclusions, with allowable power decreasing as 
frequency increases." (Thanks ARRL Letter’ 
March 24)

ARRL Response to 222 MHz Proposal 
Proposed VHF/UHF changes in FCC rules 
(PR Docket 92-289) were addressed in this 
column in February 1993. According to 
Westlink Report (March 18), ARRL filed 
comments with the FCC on this Docket on 
February 23, 1993. 


: The League opposed repeater control 

operator privileges for Novices on the ground 
that such would extend Novice privileges 
beyond the intent of the license and noted that 
the Technician Class, also an "entry level” 
license, provides such privileges. The League 
otherwise reaffirmed its support for the 
proposed new rules, most of which were based 
on earlier ARRL recommendations, including a 
small weak signal segment on the 222 MHz 
band and expansion of Novice Class privileges 
to include access to the entire 222-225 MHz 
band. 


License Restructuring Petition Denied. 
In November 1992 we reported on a petition to 
the FCC by William C. Wells, WA8HSU, 
suggesting that the number of radio operator 
license classes be reduced from five to three, 
and that all Commission-mandated mode 
subbands be abolished. 


The W5YI Report (March 15) reports that on 
February 18, 1993 FCC Special Services Chief 
Robert H. McNamara wrote Wells advising 
him that his request for restructuring was 
" repetitive and previously considered" by the 
Commission. "These matters were the subject 
of numerous major rule making proceedings 
which generated many thousands of comments 
from the amateur community, including the 
recent proceeding that established the codeless 
Technician Class operator license," McNamara 
said. 


"The current operator license classes, 
requirements and privileges were developed in 
accordance with the expressed desires of the 
amateur community to provide motivation for 
amateur operators to advance their communica- 
tions and technical skills. We do not believe 
that you have presented sufficient evidence to 
justify revisiting this matter at this time." 


"Further, Section 307(c) of the 
Communications Act of 1934 prohibits an 
amateur station license from being longer than 
ten years. Because of this statutory 
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requirement, legislation would have to be 
enacted by the Congress before the Commission 
could consider your suggestion to establish a 
lifetime amateur station license." 


A New ITU. The International Telecommuni- 
cation Union (ITU) is "The World’s FCC." 
Its broad purpose is to maintain and extend 
international cooperation for the improvement 
and rational use of telecommunication of all 
kinds. 


ITU was established in 1865, to establish 
uniformity of rules and rates for telegraphy 
among European States. In 1885 it added 
international telephony to its scope, and in 
1927 it was agreed that ITU would undertake 
to allocate frequencies to the then-existing radio 
services including maritime and broadcasting. 
Today, ITU establishes Regulations for 
allocation and use of frequencies for about 30 
radio services, including the Amateur Service 
and the Amateur Satellite Service. 


Amateur services are international in scope, 
and so the U.S. amateur is often affected by 
ITU decisions involving the amateur and 
amateur satellite services. The most obvious 
example of this is the situation in the 
40-meter band, the usefulness of which is 
lessened by use of part of the band for 
international broadcasting in other parts of the 
world. 


Since about 1927 the ITU has consisted of a 
General Secretariat, an International 
Frequency Registration Board (IFRB), and the 
radio and telegraphy/telephony consulting 
Committees, the CCIR and the CCITT. 
Decision-making was by Plenipotentiary 
Conferences on overall policy matters, by 
World and Regional Administrative Conferences 
to revise Radio and Telephone- Telegraph 
Regulations ,and for technical matters, by 
Plenary Meetings of the CCIR and the CCITT. 


In recent years it had become obvious that 
the structure of the ITU needed to be changed 
to keep abreast of technical advances and 
political changes, and working groups and task 
forces were set up to study the matter and 
make recommendations. Changes proposed by 
these committees were considered and 
implemented at an Additional Plenipotentiary 
Conference in Geneva in December 1992 
(APP-92). APP-92 made historic decisions in 
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normally be held once every two years. 


completely restructuring the ITU. Here are the 
highlights, taken from an ITU/CCIR 
Information Bulletin issued in February. 


Three Sectors -- Radiocommunication, 
Telecommunication Standardization, and 
Telecommunication Development -- will be 
supported by Sector Bureaus, each headed by 
an elected Director, and by the 
GeneralSecretariat under an elected Secretary 
General and Deputy Secretary General. The 
new structure and working methods will start 
functioning March 1, 1993, with full entry into 
force of the new Constitution and Convention 
on July 1, 1994. 


The IFRB will be replaced by a part-time 
9-member elected Radio Regulations (RR) 
Board. Until the seheduled Plenipotentiary 
Conference in 1994 the functions of the new RR 
Board will be carried out by the incumbent 
members of the IFRB. 


The new Radiocommunications Bureau will 
be responsible for the continuing activities of 
the present IFRB and CCIR Secretariats, and 
radio regulation and maritime mobile services 
previously in the General Secretariat.

(WRC) to deal with the Radio Regulations will

W2HD is "Ham of the Year" For the third 
time in the past four years an ARRL dignitary 
has been named the Dayton Hamvention Ham 
of the Year. This year the winner is Harry J. 
Dannals, W2HD, ARRL president from 1972 to 
1982. Dannals was cited for his three decades 
of volunteer work on behalf of Amateur Radio 
in ARRL positions ranging from section 
manager to the top spot as president. 


The Hamvention’s Technical Excellence 
Award this year goes to AMSAT Vice President 
of Engineering and ARRL Technical Advisor 
Richard Jansson, WD4FAB. Jansson has 
volunteered his engineering expertise to a 
number of ARRL book and magazine 
presentations, and for AMSAT has helped in 
the design of several Oscar satellites. 


Robert Adams, WA9ZMO, was picked for the 
Hamvention’s Special Achievement Award, for 
his 3,328 phone patches run for military 
personnel during the 1991 Gulf war. That 
work earned Adams a place in the Guiness 
Book of World Records, according to the 
Hamvention Awards Committee. 


Harry Dannals, 65, was first licensed in 1946 


as a teen-ager with W2TUK, a call sign he held 
until receiving W2HD in 1976. His father was 
W2GG/K4GG (now a Silent Key) and a 
brother, Frank, is W2DRL. 


Dannals learned the Morse code at age 10 
and was sending code practice to Naval 
Communications reservists a few years later; 
his father was commanding officer of a USNR 
communications unit on Long Island. Dannals 
says he probably wouldn’t have waited quite so 
long (9 years) to get his first amateur ticket 
if the family hadn’t moved quite so often and 
the Second World War hadn’t intervened. After 
moves from Long Island to Pennsylvania, then 
Virginia, then to Balboa in the U.S. (now 
Panama) Canal Zone, Dannals joined the Navy 
three days after graduating from Balboa High 
School. 
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Dannals served two years in the Navy as a 
Radioman Second Class and was the youngest 
supervisor of the watch at a major Navy shore 
station, NBA. After discharge in 1946 he went 
to the Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn to earn 
a B.S. in electrical engineering. During his 
freshman year he joined the ranks of amateurs 
as W2TUK. 


Dannals first worked for ERCO Radio Labs 
on Long Island, a small company owned by 
W2GYL and whose chief engineer was W2FI. 
He then went to work for Sperry (now called 
Unisys), where he met his wife, Kay, and from 
where he retired 38 years later. 


Harry Dannals has been an integral part of 
the ARRL for nearly 40 years, beginning with 
election as NYC-LI Section Communications 
Manager in 1955 through Hudson Division vice 
director (1961-64), division director (1965-72), 
and culminating in ARRL president from 1972 
to 1982. Since 1984 he has been ARRL 
President Emeritus. 


Dannals is most proud of the ARRL success 
at the World Administrative Radio Conference 
in 1979, although he did not attend. "Such a 
trip would have been a waste of money," he 
said, "just to wave the League flag when there 
were so many talented and experienced staff 
people and others doing the job so capably." 


Today, W2HD is in his second term as 
president of Quarter Century Wireless 
Association. Locally, he’s a director of the 
Albermarle Amateur Radio Club, and a 
volunteer examiner. In 1992 he received the 
club’s Elmer of the Year award. 


When Dick Jansson, WD4FAB, took a medical 
retirement from Martin Marietta Aerospace in 
1982, at age 52, Amateur Radio was the boost 
he needed at what he describes as a ’low point’ 
in his life, enabling him to continue challeng- 
ing work on behalf of other amateurs. That 
work has now been recognized by the 
Hamvention awards committee. 
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As a senior staff engineer at Martin 
Marietta, Jansson did research in "cryogenic 
thermal design," as he told QST in early 1982. 
He simultaneously was helping AMSAT in the 
thermal design of the Phase 3 satellites. 


Jansson has now channeled his mechanical 
engineering pursuits into a high-tech hobby, 
and notes that he has more analytic capability 
at home today with his personal computers 
than was available professionally to him ten 
years with a mainframe computer. 


Jansson uses three computers for his AMSAT 
efforts from his home in Maitland, Florida: 
A 80486/DX2-66 for "the heavy-hitting number 
crunching" of engineering analyses: a 7386 for 
the "mundane tasks of word processing"; and 
a ’386 notebook p.c. on the road. All are 
LAN-connected. 


Interestingly, Dick Jansson was picked by 
the Hamvention for his mechanical (not 
electrical) achievements, possibly a "first" in 
our electronics hobby. 


Other recent Hamvention Ham of the Year 
winners include former ARRL General 
Manager and international Affairs Vice 
President Richard Baldwin W1RU, in 1992; 
John Johnston, W3BE, chief of the FCC’s 
Personal Radio Branch, in 1991; and ARRL 
Hudson Division Director Steve Mendelsohn, 
WA2DHF, in 1990. 


The 1993 winners will receive their awards 
at the Hamvention banquet on April 24, 1993. 


Electromagnetic Field Risks. 

The US Environmental Protection Agency 
has called for "vast research on potential 
dangers from electromagnetic fields," 
according to the Associated Press. [The EPA] 
said too little is known to gauge risks from 
exposure to sources ranging from power lines 
to such everyday items as TV sets and hair 
dryers," the AP reported on March 2. 


Both human and animal studies were 
recommended "to try to determine just how 
much impact electromagnetic fields have on 
human biological systems. Top priority should 
be given to possible cancer effects and changes 
in the body’s functions as well as an assessment 
of how much human exposure is potentially 
harmful," EPA’s Office of Research and 
Development said. 
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The report said there is insufficient data — 
so far on the relation between the length of 
time a person lived near or was exposed to an 
electromagnetic source and health effects. 


Antenna Lawsuit 

A Southern California amateur has won his 
antenna lawsuit after a three year battle. 
Jeff Wolf, WA6DAL, of Palos Verdes Estates 
was found by a judge in a non-binding 
arbitration hearing to have been in full 
compliance with 1989 plans for his antenna 
system approved by both the PV Homes 
Association and the city of Palos Verdes 
Estates. 


When several neighbors complained after 
Wolfs tower went up, the homes association 
began ‘challenging the installation. 


Wolf was represented by his brother Andrew, 
a lawyer, at the hearing. 


"Before I could even call my brother to the 
stand," Andrew told the Palos Verdes Peninsula 
News, "the judge turned and said What are we 
doing here?’" 


Briefs - 

e Three new members of the ARRL 
Headquarters 10-Year Club were inducted 
March 4: Assistant Technical Editor Bob 
Schetgen, KU7G: Senior Technical Illustrator 
David Pingree, NINAS; and Production | 
Assistant Jean Wilson, N1OJS. 


e Following evaluation of a loaner unit the 
Headquarters Technical Department has 
ordered a Hewlett-Packard spectrum analyzer 
with continuous coverage from 30 Hz to 26.5 
GHz. The new unit will be used for more 
sophisticated measurements of equipment for 
Product Review as well as in design work in 
the Lab. . 


@ The FCC has abandoned a 1986 proposal 
to require that all radio transmissions be 
encoded for identification purposes. The 
proposal, in an August, 1986 NPRM, originally 
focused on satellite uplink signals, and later 
grew to include other radio services. The 
Commission now has said that the private 
development of automatic transmitter 
identification systems (ATIS) for video satellite 
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uplinks has removed the need for rule making 
in the matter. So far as other radio services 
were concerned, commenters on the proposal 
had no consensus on how to proceed and "the 
record is now stale," the FCC said. 


@ Canadian amateurs are soon to unite in 
the Radio Amateurs of Canada. The Canadian 
Radio Relay League and the Canadian Amateur 
Radio Federation have scheduled an inaugural 
meeting for May 3, following the ironing out in 
late February of final details of their merger. 
The two groups will hold their final individual 
meetings on May 1. Their respective publica- 
tions, QST Canada and The Canadian Amateur, 
will both publish in May and June, followed by 
their new joint magazine, The Canadian 
Amateur, in July. 


@ The FCC has dropped the station location 
from amateur licenses, effective with new 
license Form 660, introduced in February. The 
mailing address now becomes the only means 
for the FCC to communicate with amateur 
licensees. Volunteer Examiner Coordinators 
are being told to ignore the station location 
information asked for on current FCC Form 
610s (Section I, Line 8). 


"We expect this will improve the processing 
time at FCC for applications," VEC Manager 
Bart Jahnke, KB9NM said. Jahnke also said 
he expects FCC will drop the station location 
box from future printings of the Form 610. 


@ In our last issue we noted three new 
members of the ARRL Headquarters 10-year 
Club but inadvertently left out a fourth -- 
Nao Akiyama, NX1L. Nao is International 
Programs Manager and, in his spare time, one 
of the building’s most active DXers. 


@ September, 1992 QST reported on FCC 
action against James Winstead, KK6SM, who 
admitted causing intentional interference to 
both amateur and commercial channels in the 
San Francisco Bay area from October, 1990 
through July, 1991. Winstead was hit with a 
Notice of Apparent Liability for $15,000, which 
was issued May 18 1992. 


According to the FCC’s David Hartshorn, 
Winstead appealed the fine, and it was reduced 
to $2,000 in July, 1992. In addition, 
Winstead’s amateur and commercial licenses 
were suspended for one year, beginning 
September 24, 1991. 
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@e Amateurs in Vermont will get a break 
on their call sign auto plates if a bill before 
the state’s house of representatives passes. 
The, H.377, would repeal a current law that 
requires those holding special plates for "safety 
organizations" to pay $20 every year at 
renewal time. 


Democratic State Rep. John Freidin 
introduced the bill, saying "amateur radio 
operators make a valuable contribution to 
Vermont and charge nothing for their services, 
while the state’s cost for re-issuing special 
plates is no greater than its cost for re-issuing 
regular plates." 


Vermont amateurs are being asked to contact 
their representatives to urge them to co-sponsor 
A Mh if 


® Former FCC Chairman Alfred E. Sikes has 
joined the Hearst Corporation, according to 
the New York Times, to "head [its] efforts to 
marry its journalistic resources with satellite, 
computer and other emerging technologies,” 
as head of Heart’s new Media and Technology 
Group. 


Sikes, 53, said that his new job was not to 
be a lobbyist. "This job is a business job," 
Sikes told the Times. 


e The ARRL Awards Committee has 
unanimously voted, on recommendation of the 
DX Advisory Committee, to delete the Abu Ail 
Islands from the ARRL DXCC Countries List, 
effective March 31, 1991 -- the date when the 
islands became "unadministered." 


@ 2-meter DXCC Number 3 has been issued, 
to Kjell Rasmusson, SM7BAE, of Staffanstorp, 
Sweden. He submitted 102 QSLs, following in 
the footsteps of winners Number 1, W5UN, and 
Number 2, KB8RQ. 


e The rules for "rover" entries in ARRL 
VHF contests have been changed effective with 
the June VHF QSO Party, for which full rules 
will appear in May QST. 


e The ARRL Foundation will sponsor 16 
scholarships for the 1993-94 academic year with 
a total of 22 actual grants to be awarded in 
amounts from $500 to $5,000. More informa- 
tion will appear in "At the Foundation" in May

BLIZZARD OF ’93 


_ For those of you who read last month’s Autocall column, the comment that the SKYWARN 
activations in February were a good drill for the "big one" which would come "some year" was 
meant simply as an observation and not a foretelling of the Blizzard of ’93, which occurred on 
March 13-14! 


The blizzard has come and gone and the amateur radio community has a lot to be proud of as 
it played a vital role in keeping the National Weather Service (NWS) informed through the NWS 
SKYWARN Program of the impact of the storm on a real-time basis throughout the blizzard. 
Many of the amateur radio SK YWARN reports were included in the updated watches and warnings 
throughout the blizzard. 


Because forecast models were predicting a major storm to hit the Washington forecast area, 
Barbara McNaught of the National Weather Service was requesting staffing of the SKYWARN 
amateur radio station at Sterling, Virginia by volunteers who could spend the night as the roads 
would most likely be impassable. 


The SKYWARN Net was continuously active from 6 a.m. Saturday March 13 through noon 
Sunday, March 14. Three amateurs, George KD4DGQ, Jan K2HJ, and Ross N4YYH spent many 
hours (and in two cases overnight) at the NWS in Sterling, Virginia, acting as net liaison or net 
control. Due to the blizzard conditions, it was not possible to rotate people in and out of the 
_ Forecast Office. hae ai et t : 


The net was so busy that net control operators needed to be relieved within about one hour as 
opposed to the normal 3-4 hour relief schedule. To assist the three volunteers "stuck" at Sterling, 
remote net control stations were instituted on a rotating basis. The three "stuck" volunteers then 
acted as liaison with the NWS staff. 


The system worked well and took much of the pressure off of the volunteers. On a rotating 
basis, remote net control was run by the following stations: Mary Ann N8ODZ and Bill WB3MMB 
in Paw Paw, West Virginia; Terrie NOKYZ and Bud NOAA in Silver Spring, Maryland; Roy 
KC4YGB in The Plains, Virginia; Bill N3LJP in Chambersburg, Pennsylvania; and Dan KC40CG. 


The primary net was run on 147.300 MHz WA4TSC repeater in Bluemont, VA. All of the 
subnets were active on numerous repeaters and kept a constant flow of information into the main 
net and the NWS. The NWS forecasted this storm to produce hurricane force winds. The 
SKYWARN net was ready with a second one on 145.85 MHz KA3TQD repeater in Waldorf, MD 
with Bob KA3ZCI in Chesapeake Beach, MD, Roy KC4YGB in The Plains, VA; and Chris 
KD4FBU in Reston to take over as remote net control and one of the amateur volunteers at the 
NWS to act as liaison. The storm did not produce the anticipated damage and flooding so the 
second net was never activated. 


Approximately 140 reports were telephoned in on the NWS severe weather hotline. 125 reports 
were received by packet, and over 780 reports were received over the VHF phone nets. By any 
stretch of the imagination, this was a very busy 36-hour net. The system worked well in perhaps 
one of the most widespread activations we will ever encounter (at least for this year!). The 
amateur radio community showed great professionalism and dedication in making accurate weather 
observations and in communicating them in an extremely efficient manner to the NWS. 


The repeater trustees, groups supporting the repeaters and the amateur radio community are 
thanked for giving SKYWARN traffic priority and permission to use the repeaters. On behalf of 
the NWS congratulations on a job well done!

Dear SKYWARN Observers: 


The weekend of March 13-14 is one which will be recorded in the 
annals of weather history. On those dates the great "Blizzard 
of 93" impacted the east coast, including the area served by the 
Weather Service Forecast Office in Sterling, VA. The scope of 
this weather event, both in magnitude and size, provided the 
greatest challenge to date for the SKYWARN network. 


The operation of the SKYWARN reporting network could only be 
described as outstanding throughout the event. The WSFO in 
Sterling received over one thousand observations during a 36 hour 
period. The overall breakdown was 780 yoice amateur radio, 125 
packet radio, and 140 telephone reports. 


The reports received from the each SKYWARN observer were valuable 
to every phase of National Weather Service operations. They 
provide ground truth information which is essential in evaluating 
the information obtained from the WSR-88D doppler weather radar.

THE HEAT IN HAMMING 


Electricity and heat go hand-in-hand 
because any time an EMF overcomes a 
resistance and forces a current through a 
circuit, electric energy is converted into 
thermal energy (heat). When this happens in 
an electric stove, hot water heater or a toaster, 
it’s all right, but when it happens in electronic 
equipment, almost always it isn’t all right. 
HEAT causes more damage to electronic 
equipment than anything else and you can 
prolong equipment life considerably by just 
observing a few simple precautions to reduce 
the heat load on the equipment. 


Don’t EVER block an air vent by setting 
another piece of equipment too close to it or on 
top of it, especially if it is the vent for the 
discharge of an internal ventilation fan. 
DON’T pile books or papers or shove them 
under a piece of equipment if it could reduce 
the free air flow into or out of the equipment. 
This applies especially to things like a PC ona 
bedroom table. Don’t place equipment in direct 
sunshine unless absolutely necessary and don’t 
place it on a radiator or over a home heating 
vent. Keep exposed heat-sink fins on the rear 
deck of equipment clean because even a thin 
layer of dust greatly reduces the efficiency of 
heat radiation from the fins. Manufacturers 
are seldom generous with the fin area since it 
is made of expensive heat dissipating metal. 
If you have a small fan that you can direct to 
blow room-air across heat sink fins, wire it to 
blow whenever the equipment is operating 
because it can drop the temperature of the 
fins from 10 to 40 degrees. Most modern ham 
equipment is designed with little heat 
"overload" protection. Years ago there were 
ratings of CCS (Continuous Commercial 
Service) and ICAS (Intermittent Commercial 
and Amateur Service) to distinguish between 
over-designed commercial gear and limited 
designs for part-time operations. 


A fuse in a piece of equipment is a heat 
operated device. When too much current flows 
in a circuit, the fuse which is a series circuit 
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element, heats to a temperature where it melts 
(blows) and interrupts the current flow like 
an on-off switch. Fuses are safety devices and 
they shouldn’t be replaced with higher current 
values or be "bypassed" with a wire. The 
"short-circuit" is a condition where the 
supply voltage encounters a lower resistance 
than planned (because of a short current path) 
and excessive heat is generated in the circuit, 
sometimes enough to ignite nearby combustible 
materials. : 


Heat to make solid connections between 
lengths of conductor by soldering is generated 
by a soldering iron. These irons come in 
different wattage ratings. Twenty to forty watt 
irons are designed for relatively delicate wiring 
or small PC card components. If you use an 
interchangeable tip model iron you can use the 
tip that fits the job best. Diode, transistor, 
and microchip components have temperature 
limits for their leads to prevent damage to the 
internal parts of these components. As a 
general rule you should use as little heat and 
apply it as quickly as you can and then cool 
the completed joint. They make small tweezers- 
like heat sinks to clip onto leads to limit the 
spread of heat along the wire toward the 
component. Try not to use too big an iron or 
hold it on the joint too long. 


Resistors are designed to consume energy 
and generate the equivalent heat energy. A 
common carbon composition resistor will change 
in resistance value over time as it ages due to 
the heat it dissipates. Wire-wound resistors 
remain stable because there are no observable 
changes in the wire. Solid state components 
sometimes have clip-on metal fins to conduct 
the heat away. Don’t take them off and forget 
to re-install them. For components dissipating 
a lot of heat they are mounted on metallic heat 
sinks and insulated with mica washers. The 
white grease is a silicone impregnated with 
titanium dioxide that conducts heat. Don’t 
clean it off, it’s part of the heat control system. 
Keep cool!

ABU AIL ISLANDS DELETED FROM 
DXCC COUNTRIES LIST 

On March 10, 1993, the ARRL Awards 
Committee voted unanimously to accept the 
DXAC recommendation to delete ABU AIL 
ISLANDS from the DXCC Countries List, 
effective March 31, 1991. When the Red Sea 
Lights Company relinquished control of the 
islands on that date, they became unadminis- 
tered. Because of this change of status, the 
area now falls under Point 4 of the Countries 
List Criteria. 


TIDBITS 

A large ex-USSR Map is available for US $9.50 
plus $3 shipping (rolled) from Jack Frake, 
NG1G, PO Box 153, Barnard,VT 05031. The 
multi-colored map is printed in Russia, but is 
far better in quality than much of what hams 
are used to from the USSR.

Very nicely thank you...more specifi- 
cally, the accolades belong to the Montgomery County Radio 
Amateur Civil Emergency Service (R.A.C.E.S.), many of whose 
"rank and file" count themselves also as M.A.R.C. members! 


For those few readers who may have wintered in a more sunny 
clime and missed all the excitement, the Washington 
Metropolitan area found itself blanketed by 18-24 plus inches of 


- Montgomery County Office of Emergency Management to call 


upon R.A.C.E.S. to implement the County’s Emergency 
Transportation System (E.T.S.). Also referred to as the "4-Wheel 
Drive Program", the purpose of the County’s E.T.S. is to provide 
emergency transportation for critical care medical personnel 
(nurses and doctors) to all 5 Montgomery County hospitals: 
Shady Grove, Suburban, Holy Cross, Washington Adventist, and 
Montgomery General. Under the leadership of R.A.C.ES. 
Radio Officer, Susan-WB3DPN, a plan was immediately formu- 
lated, and the R.A.C.E.S. Communication Net was brought up 
on 146.46 MHz simplex at approximately 19:30L Friday, March 
12. 


This "directed net" ran continuously for 48 hours under the 
R.A.C.ES. callsign of WA3YOO, (with several individuals at the 
mike acting as "Net Control", including--but not necessarily 
limited to--Susan-WB3DPN, Rip-KC3H, Jim-N3CLL, Don- 
KA3CTR, Rob-N3HOX, Charlie-WA3HNN, Al-KN3U, and 
Erinn-N3HSA) before being formally secured by WB3DPN at 
approximately 19:30L Sunday March 14. In between, about 215 
legitimate requests for emergency transportation were fielded, 
using an operational complement of 17 4-Wheel Drivers and 35 
Hams. (NOTE: There were also calls requesting R.A.C.E.S. to 
shovel residential sidewalks and provide transportation to the 


First, teams of Drivers and Radio Operators were "paired up." 
Next, ADC map coordinates were researched for each of the 
designated "pick up" locations. Then, geographical routes were 
identified so that 2, 3, or even 4 "subjects" could be picked up on 
the same "run"--depending upon the vehicle capacity (read "seat 
belts”). Thus, the routes were designed for efficiency and ease 
of logistics. An attempt was made to notify each hospital 
employee twice: the first time when the call was officially dis- 
patched by Net Control and the second time when the 
Driver/Radio Operator were within 10 minutes or less of the 
designated pick-up location. 
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For safety/security reasons, all qualified volunteers were cur- 
rently registered R.A.C.E.S. members carrying photo IDs, and 


vehicle descriptions were provided prior to pickup. Net Control 


kept in constant contact with each of the teams "in the field." No 
Driver/Radio Operator was assumed to be "safe." The Net was 
never left unattended for the duration of its 48-hour life cycle. At 
times, when a team was "rolling" in the eastern-most reaches of 
Montgomery County (Burtonsville, White Oak), a WA3YOO 
Sub-Net was brought up (in parallel with the 146.46 MHz primary 
Net) on the M.A.R.C. Repeater (146.955 MHz) to ensure unam- 
biguous emergency communications. 


For its successful efforts transporting emergency medical per- 
sonnel to Montgomery County hospitals, Montgomery County 
R.A.C.ES. was honored by the County Executive, Neal Potter, 
with the issuance of a formal "Proclamation" on March 30, in 
which the County expressed its heartfelt appreciation to 
R.A.CES and the E.T.S.(and by extension to the Amateur 
Radio community at large). 


Our report would not be complete without a listing of the 
Radio Operators who volunteered their time, energy, and skills 
to this worthwhile cause.

Boberschmidt spent a week in February at KA3TGY/VP9 in 
Paget Parish, Bermuda. Great fun to be on the other end of the 


_pileups for a change. During 5- days of operating during the 


week there, I made 1080 contacts with 46 states and 52 countries. 
About 60% of the time was spent on 10-meters, giving some of 
the "new' folks a chance at VP9. Nearly 80% of the contacts were 
from hams in the U.S. Bermuda is only 835 miles from my home 
in Maryland. A mid-week A Index of 28 did not provide condi- 
tions favorable to contacts with the Washington, DC area, even 
on 20-meters. My equipment was an ICOM IC-735 and a 
Cushcraft R-5 vertical. It was marvelous to be sitting at a small 
table overlooking the sparkling Atlantic Ocean while I heard 
reports of deep snow and wicked temperatures from hams in the 
Mid-West. Most fun contact: 18 February on 10-meters when 
Doug-VP8CMxX< called me from the Falklands. 


Looking for a fun vacation? Try a mini-DXpedition. You 
don’t have to operate from a rare DX spot to generate a pileup. 
Remember there are over 500,000 hams in the U.S., while a spot 
like Bermuda has only about 120 hams. A good starting point for 


_ your planning is the guide produced by Craig Maxey-WB7RFA: 
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"DXpeditioner’s Caribbean Licensing Guide." 


The NCDXA has started another DX operating event for its 
members. From 1 March 1993 to 1 March 1994, NCDXA 
members will be participating in the "NCDXA Field Check DX 


- Hunt." The idea is to work as many as possible of the countries 
that are-eligible for DXCC Field Checking, using the January 


1993 edition of "The ARRL DXCC Countries List" as the 
official list. Although this event is only for NCDXA members, 
you can do something similar with your club. Not interested in a 
DX Hunt? Try a"State Hunt" or an "Island Hunt." The purpose 
of such events is to provide a chance for members to hone their 
operating skills, to have a little friendly competition, and (most 
importantly) to have fun with a club-wide event. 


NCDXA member Joe Sciuto-N4MQX was not able to bring 
off the planned 3V, Tunisia, DXpedition last fall. However, Joe 
was travelling in the Far East in April and had permission to 
operate from BV, Taiwan. 


DX QSLing Practices 


There have been many articles written on how to fill out your 
OSL most effectively, how to design your QSLs, and how to 
organize your QSLs. However, one point needs to be em- 
phasized and the recipient will never find your contact in his log 
book! 


Don’t forget to include a SASE (self-addressed stamped en- 
velope) if you really want a return QSL. Remember, if a station 
makes 1000 contacts, the postage alone for QSLing all of them 
would run into hundreds of dollars. After my mini-DXpedition, 
I returned home to a steady stream of mail from those wanting 
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and needing a VP9 OSL confirming their contact. While most of 
the QSLs included a self-addressed stamped envelope (SASE), 
about 20% did not. 


If you do not include an SASE (assuming a stateside manager) 
for such DX operations, you will probably get your card through 
the bureau - or you might not get a return QSL at all.
